I liave the honour to lay before your Excellency the accompanying tables, concerning 
the produce of the crops in Ireland in the year 1888. 

The tables relating to the acreage under crops laid before your Excellency in August 
last have been carefully revised, and the figures regarding this subject contained in the 
present Report are as correct as such statistics can reasonably be expected to be. 

I hope early in the approaching year to have all the available details regarding agri- 
culture in Ireland in 1888 fully arranged and submitted to your Excellency in the usual 
annual detailed Report on Agricultural Statistics. 

The acreage under crops in 1888 compared with 1887, shows, in cereal crops, an 
increase in wheat of 31,832 acres, in barley of 8,760 acres, in here of 122 acres, 
and in rye of 3,168 acres, while oats exlribit a decrease of 34,197 acres. In 
green crops — potatoes increased by 7,627 acres, and mangel wurzel by 4,016 acres, but 
there is a decrease of 5,886 acres in turnips. In other crops — flax decreased by I 6,671 
acres ; clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation decreased by 8,703 acres, while meadow 
on permanent pasture or grass noc broken up in rotation increased by 86,865 acres. Com- 
jiaved with the average acreage for the ten years 1878-1887 there is a decrease in all

the chief crops except rye, mangel wurzel, and hay; rye having increased by 5,284 
acres, mangel wurzel by 4,9G4 and hay by 229,967 acres. Wheat shows a decrease oi 
14,712 acres, oats a decrease of 80,333 acres, and barley a decrease of 27,722 acres. 
Potatoes have decreased by 15,708 acres, turnips by 10,181 acres, and flax by 7,337 acres. 

The yield per acre of cereal crops in 1888, compared with 1887, exhibits an increase in 
oats of 2-3 cwts., in barlev of 3-0 cwte., in here of 0-8 cwt., and in rye of 2'6 cwts., while 
wheat shows a decrease of 1'4 cwts. per acre. In other crops— potatoes, only, show a 
decrease, viz,, 1'4 tons; turnips increased by 2’2 tons, mangel wurzel by 2-0 tons, and flax 
by 1 0 ‘4 stones. Hay on clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation shows an increase of 
0‘4 ton, and hay on permanent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation exhibits an 
increase of 0‘8 ton. The rates for 1888, compared with the average rates for the ten 
years 1878-1887, show in cereal crops an increase in oats of 0‘5 cwt., in barley of 0'7 
cwt., and in rye of 2T cwts., wdiile there is a decrease in wheat of 0’4 cwt., and in here 
of 0'9 cwt. in other crops there is an increase in mangel wurzel of 0‘2 ton, in flax of 
1 -4 stones, and in hay of 0’3 ton, while potatoes show a decrease of 0‘3 ton, and turnips 
a decrease of 0'6 ton. 

The produce in 1888, as compared with 1887, shows, in cereal crops, the large increase 
in wheat of 348,907 cwts., in oats of 2,481,219 cwts., in barley of 630,402 cwts., and in 
rye of 70,709 cwts. Potatoes show the large decrease of 1,046,195 tons, while there - 
is a very large increase in turnips of 607,500 tons, and in mangel wurzel of 135,218 tons. 
There is also an increase of 5,492 tons in flax, an increase of 250,175 tons, in hay on 
clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation, and an increase of 1,331,586 tons in perma- 
nent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation. 

The produce in 1888, as compared with the average produce of the ten years, 1878-1887, 
shows, in cereal crops, a decrease in wheat of 243,925 cwts., in oats of 444,132 cw’ts., 
in barley of 290,960 cwts., in here of 781 cwts., and an increase in rye of 89,284 cwts. 
In other crops in 1888, as compared with the average, there is a decrease of 272,665 
tons in potatoes, of 307,606 tons in turnips, and of 284 tons in flax, while there is an 
increase of 74,115 tons in mangel wurzel, and of 1,194,949 tons in hay.

AGRICULTXmAl STATISTICS, IRELAND. 


Bee-keeping Statistics for the Season, 1887. 

The inquiries made in the last two years relative to the extent to which bee-keeping 
is followed in Ireland, and the degree of success attained in this special branch 
of I'ural economy, were repeated this yeai- with reference to the season of 1887, and 
the results will be found set forth in Tables IV. and V., on pages 1 and 20. 

According to the Returns received this year there would appear to have been an 
increase of 13'2 per cent, in the number of swarms at work, and an increase of 38'7 
per cent, in the quantity of honey produced in 1887, as compared with the preceding 
yeai', the figures thus showing a great improvement as regards the results obtained. 

From the Table ou’page 7 it will be seen that there were 28,569 swarms at work in 
Ireland during the season 1 887, of which 9,088 were located in the province of Leinster ; 
8,256 in Munster; 9,243 in Ulster; and 1,987 in Connaught. Of the 28,569 swarms, 
9,135 were at work “in Hives having Movable Frames,” and 19,434 “in other 
Hives.” 

The quantity of honey produced, accol'diiig to the Returns, was 459,386 lbs. ; of 
this, 145,029 lbs. were produced in the province of Leinster; 135,308 lbs. in 
Munster; 139,366 lbs. in Ulster; and 39,683 lbs. in Connaught. Of the 459,386 lbs., 
212,254 lbs. were produced “ in Hives having Movable Frames,” and 247,132 lbs. “in 
other Hives.” It was stated that 266,848 lbs. was “Run Honey,” and 192,538 lbs. 
“ Section Honey.” 

The average number of lbs. of honey to each hive having a movable frame was, for 
the whole of Ireland 23- lbs. ; in Leinster 22 lbs. ; in Munster 25 lbs. ; in Ulster 22 lbs. ; 
and in Connaught 29 lbs. The average number of lbs. to each of the other hives was, 
for Ireland 13 lbs. ; in Leinster 13 lbs. ; in Munster 13 lbs. ; in Ulster 11 lbs. ; and in 
Connaught 15 lbs. The average quantity produced in all hives was, in the whole of 
Ireland 16 lbs. ; in Leinster it was 16 lbs. ; in Munster, 16 lbs. ; in Ulster, 15 lbs. ; 
and in Connaught, 20 lbs. 

The number of stocks brought through the Winter of 1887-8, amounted to 23,212 ; 
of which 8,351 were in hives having movable frames, and 14,861 in other hives. See 
Table on page 20. 

According to the returns collected there were 9,725 lbs. of wax ihanufactured in 
1887; of which 3,404 lbs. were from hives having movable frames, and 6,321 lbs. from 
other hives. 

The Returns received last year gave the number of swarms af worlc during the 
season of 1886 as 25,230 : the quantity- of honey as 331,167 lbs. ; the number of stocks 
brought through the winter of 1 886-7 as 20,302 ; and the quantity of wax manufactured 
in 1886 as 8,670 lbs.

In Reply to a Circular dated 29th October, 1888, on the Probable Cause to which the Good 
OR Bad Yield of the Various Crops in each of their Districts may be attributed. 


PEOVIITCE OP LEINSTER. 


Carlow County. Bagmahtown D. — The yield has 
not come up to what was at first expected,- at the 
same time the large amount of sti’aw obtained will in a 
great measure compensate for the lesser yield. I 
should say that barley has been the most successful 
crop in this district. Potatoes, though not as good 
and plentiful as last season, may be described as 
satisfactory, and I have heard of little disease. The 
root crops are good. Needless to say the inferior 
yield is attributable -to the heavy summer rains. 
Carloxo B. — All who have had good crops say the 
eai'ly sowing has given to them the advantage, and 
tliat a bad yield — the land otherwise being equal — 
may usually be traced to a late sowing of crops. The 
general opinion is that crops should be put in as early 
as possible. 

Dublin County. BalhrigganD. — There having been 
a very fair harvest this year, I attribute the cause to 
the fine season which came on in September. The de- 
fective potato crop has been caused by the abnormal 
rainfall in July. Clontarf J). — The inferior yield in 
grain crops is, in my opinion, due to the excessive rahi 
during the summer season. The other crops are, I 
believe, up to the average, and have not apparently 
been affected by any cause. College-street, D. — There 
has been an increase in the hay crop this season, 
owing to the heavy rain duiing the months of June 
and July. There was no change in the other crops, 
except potatoes known as champions, which were 
not as good as other seasons, from what I can 
learn, owing to the seed getting old. BundrumJ ). — 
Potatoes scarce in quantity and bad in quality ; wheat, 
oats, and bai-ley straw plentifi\l but the grain bad. 
Hay — plentiful crop but bad quality generally, being 
badly saved. The wet season was cause of the bad 
yield. Tuniips and mangolds good ; wet season favour- 
able for them. Kingstown D. — No complaint of any 
crops, except the wheat crop, that is not up to the 
general average, which is attributed to the previous 
dry season and the gi-ub this season. Lucan D . — 
Thei-e are no special features connected with the 
iiai-vest in this district. All the crops are abundant 
and well saved. The early hay crop was rather in- 
jured by the wet, but it has been, in some places at 
all events, more than compensated for by a large 
second crop and the finest “ after gi-ass ” I haveever 
seen. The potato crop is good and abundant, and 
though I have heard complaints of disease, I have 
seen no evidence of it. Baihmines D. — There is a 
vast increase in the average produce of the different 
cro]-s in consequence of the favourable season. 

Kildare County. Alhy D.— The crops in this 
district are generally fair, but would liave been a 
great deal better if it had not been for the incessant 
rain during the early part of the harvest. Kildare D. 


— The crops iji general are very good in this district ; Phovincu of 
and, owing to the fine weather, the yield of corn, liajq Lbixstiui- 
potatoes, and turnips, (fee., will be plentiful. Kaas D. 

— The good yield of the various crops is mainly due 
to the saving period of fine weather in September 
and October, which converted what looked like a vejy 
poor harvest into a good one. Rohertstovm D. — In 
my opinion the small yield is owing to the past wet 
summer. 

Kilkenny County. CaUan D . — The crops as a 
rule have been good. The month of Maj’- being moist 
was favourable for hay. Oats also good for same rea- 
son. Wheat bad on account of sr-umner rain. Pota- 
toes also affected by i-ain. Castlecomer D. — The small 
yield of potatoes, barley, and mangel wurzel is partly 
attributed to the cold, wet season. In dry, protected 
land the yield was much better than in the hilly por- 
tion. Other crops, such as hay, which -was -well saved 
and generally in time, is plentiful, and can be ob- 
tained at moderate prices, which, at the same time, 
pay the growers fairly well. Turnips are good and 
can be had at fail- prices. Of coui-se all crojis sown 
early have had the advantage. Johnstown B. — The 
returns of i-ates of average produce are very different 
from different parts of this district. In localities where 
the soil is dry and light the crops have been good, 
while in wet, heavy land they have been, to a great 
extent, spoiled. The extraordinarily web summer has 
been the cause of this ; the di-y harvest weather suc- 
ceeding having saved the crops on light lands, but not 
coming sufficiently early to do so on heavier soils. Kil- 
kenny B. — All crops in this district are above the 
a.verage in quantity, but some are deficient in quality 
— viz., hay, from the unsettled weather in June 
and July, the saving time, and barley fram wet 
weather just before liai-vest. The potato crop, at 
one time, promised to be very exceptionally good, 
but wet weather caused widespread disease, which, 
however, was checked by a favourable change before 
very serious loss had t^cen place. Billtown B . — 

Wheat is a bad crop this year owing to the severe and 
wet season, and oats suffered from a like cause. Straw 
is abundant, but the grain is not up to the average, 
from the effects of high winds at the time the gi-ain 
was forming. Potatoes are generally a good crop in 
this district, o^wing to the continued drought in the 
harvest time, whidi ripened the tubers and kept them 
sound. Turnips and mangolds are nob good crops ; 
they were very luxuriant in top, but there -was not 
sufficient warmth to swell the roots when forming. 
Thomastown B. — On the whole this has been a good 
hai-vest. There was no distinct failure in any crops, 
and some of them were much above the average. Hay 
was one of the heaviest crops known, but some of it 
was indifferently saved, owing to tlio early wet seasoii. 

The grain crops, though late, were very good. V/lieat 
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PllOVlWCB OF 
r.nissTUU. 


affected "with smut here and there but not generally. 
Barley and oats splendid and straw good, and all well 
saved. Potatoes a good crop and not affected so much 
with disease as in other places. Other root crops fair. 

Kisc’s County. Edenderry JD . — Generally 

speaking, I find the hay crop much larger this year 
than last ; but the wet weather prevented it being 
saved so well. The grain crops are not so good owmg 
to the wet harvest. The potato crop is better than 
last year, owing, 1 believe, to the favoui’able weather 
in September. Turnips, mangolds, &c., are abundant, 
in consequence of the moist season. FerbaneD . — The 
good yield of the various crops throughout this district 
is due to the favoui-able weather throughout the 
harvest time. Parsonstown D . — Good yield of pota- 
toes in consequence of dry September and October. 
Shinrone D . — The unusually fine weather avo had in 
September and October has caused the crops in the 
district to he much better than they Avere for years 
before. TuUamore D . — The ci-ops are very good in 
this district, over the average as far as I can learn, 
the early portion of the season being especially 
favourable to their gi’OAAd:h. During the early harvest, 
hoAvever, a good deal of hay and com Avas injirred by 
the incessant rains, but owing to the favornnhie change 
in the Aveather during the past tAvo months, nearly all 
has been safely deposited in the haggards. The root 
crops are extremely good. 

Longford County. Balli/mahon B . — Tho yield 
of the vainous crops for the several electoral divisions 
is considered fair, and equal to the average of previous 
years. Gh'anard B . — Owing to the dump season the 
l>otato crop has decreased. The increase in the 
turnip and other gi'een ci’ops, also meadoAv, is, I 
believe, due to the same cause. Longford B. — The good 
yield in the hay crop this year may be attribArted to 
the very favourable season and Aveatheiy the crop, 
however, of it as well as of oats, Avhich Avas so abim- 
dant and good, Avas much injured by the rains, so 
prevalent throughout the season for saving the crops j 
no other cause can be assigned for the potato crop 
being so bad this year. 

Louth County. Ardeo B. — O'ving to the heavy 
rains Avhich mateiially injured the crops before they 
were cut, the yield of the various crops was bad. A 
good deal of the hay crop Avas destroyed owing to the 
want of fine Aveather to enable the farmers to save it. 
.HoAvever, the crops on the Avhole afforded an average 
yield. Brogheda B . — As regards the avei’age rates of 
produce this haiwest, there appeal’s little to comment 
on beyond the fact that the wetness of the summer has 
damaged the hay crop, and to a lesser extent all corn 
crops. Potatoes have also suffered, Inxt not to a 
serious extent, and on the whole the yield has been 
sufficiently abundant in all descriptions of crops raised. 
Bundalk B . — The good yield this season may be 
attributed to fiire weather and good cultivation. 

Meath County. Athboy B . — The grain crops in 
general Avere poor in tliis disfcxict ; the season being 
so wet the straAv gi’ew ahimdantly hut tho ear did not 
fill. Hay was a very good crop, but in many eases 
badly saved owing to bad weather. Potatoes Avere an 
average crop. It is a well known fact in this neigh- 
bourhood that where new and imported seed Avas used 
the yield was good, botli in cereals and green crops, 
and the indifferent crops in some parts of the district 
are in great measure attributable to the use of old and 
worn-out seed. Dunshaughlin B . — On the whole 
this is considered a “ good ” year in this district. It 
is of course an essentially cattle-fatteniug district, and 
the graziers one and all have had an unexceptionally 
good year. First cutting of first and second crop of 
hay good. All other hay decidedly bad. Gate on 
poor land very good — on other soil fair, generally 
spoiled by a second growth. Root crops on Idle whole 


satisfactory. Kells B. — I believe all the crops have 
been fairly good. The potatoes are perhaps not so good 
as in other years, which I believe is caused by the wet 
season there has been. Ffavan B. — I attribute the 
moderate yield of crops to the quantity of rain that 
fell in the months of July and August. But for this 
circumstance the crops would have been considerably 
better in quantity and quality. Slane B. — The good 
yield of hay, oa1^ and green crops may be attributed 
to the fine Aveather obtained in the early poi'tion of 
the season, and the quantity of rain that afterwards 
fell ; the latter injured the potato crop to some extent, 
particularly in low-lying land or hog. Some heaA/y 
crops of oats and barley were injured by'the rains. 
The continued moisture haa produced a large supply 
of straw. Trim B. — Hay is a good crop, some badly 
saA'-ed, OAving to Avet Aveather. Oats a good crop, some 
of it lodged early. Potatoes fair, some of them very 
Avet. Other green crops good. 

Queen’s County. Abheyleix B. — The state of the 
crops in this district Avas as folloAvs ; — I. Hay. — The 
crop lias been most abundant ; but, except Avhat was 
saved eaiiy, suffered in quality from the continuous 
wet. II. Potatoes — An abimdant crop, but the quality 
not so good as in preAuous years owing to the wet 
season. III. Root Crops — Turnips and mangolds 
abundant and of good quality. lY. Cereals. — ^Wheat 
very little gi’OAvu and much injured by the Avet ; 
barley has not suffered so mAich and is a good crop. 

• Oats have not done Avell, the ear not having filled for 
Avaut of Avarm weathei’, and a great quantity of it 
lodged sustaining serious damage. Straw of all kinds 
abundant. Grass (pasture) has been plentiful and 
good. Bcdlylinan B. — In my opinion the harvest has 
been a A'ery good one indeed, the yield a plentiful one 
and all crops Avell saved except a good deal of early 
hay, say-oue-fourth or one-fifth which Avas injured by 
the rain after being cut. The potatoes are although 
a good crop not so plentiful as Avas expected. Mary- 
borough B. — As far as I can ascertain the yield of the 
various crops is above the average of many yeare 
p.ost, and may bo attributed to the favourable season. 
Approaching baiwcsting time farmers Avere threatened 
Avith too much wet, and sonre heavy corn crops Avere 
lodged, but this Avas succeeded by a long spell of fine 
diy Aveather, during which there was no difficulty in 
gathering in the corn crops. In some places I hear it 
said that potatoes are not the same heavy crops they 
have been of late years, still the cjomplaiut is not 
general, and they are so far very free from disease. 
Tumijis, mangolds, and cai-rots, Avhile a gi’eat improve- 
ment upon last year, no doubt Avould haA’o been 
heavier crops had there been moie heat in September 
and October. Mountrath B. — The bad yield in 
potatoes, turnips, and mangolds in the electoral 
divisions in this district is OAving to the wet season. 
The hay is a plentiful yield OAving to the moist season. 
As regards the Avheat, oats, barley, &c. — ^they are a 
better yield than lost year OAving to tlie moist season. 

Westmeath County. BaUtpiacarrigy B. — Hay 
has been a very abundant crop, bAit some of it not 
Avell saved because of the rain. Potatoes a fair crop, 
but some of them have' got touched by distemper. 
Oats not a good crop, not haiong had favourable 
Aveather. Turuips, a very fair crop, as weather Avas 
favoAArable for them. Slangolds a good crop. Castle- 
pollard D. — The indifferent crop of potatoes is diAe to 
the wet summer’. There have been some good crops 
of “champions” on high lauds, birt those on Ioav- 
lying lands Avere very poor. White oats on poor 
land were good, but this crop on rich soil was beaten 
flat by the hea-vy rains, and Avas in consequence a 
failure. Root crops have been a success (more espe- 
cially on high lands), owing to the wet. Quantities 
of late hay Avere destroyed by the Avet, but there Avas 
a very plentiful crop. Belvin D. — There has been a 
heavy crop of hay this season ; but in consequence of 
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tlie wet weather in the month of July, a considerable 
quantity was badly saved. The potato crop is not 
nearly so good as last year, owing also to tlie wet 
weather, and is below the average. Oats has been a 
fair crop — would have been above tlie average were 
cit not for the gi'eat rain in July. Turnips and 
mangolds also fair. Kilbeggan T). — The grain crops 
ai’6 all very fail' ; they would have been much better 
had weather towards harvest time been drier. Pota- 
toes not so good as last year, owing to wet, but 
turnips and mangolds good from same cause. MoaieD. 

The general crops throughout this district have 

returned a fair yield. The potato crop has not been 
as good as usual, owing to the wet season. The hay 
crop had been very good, but was more or less injured 
by the wet season also. On the whole, the people are 
fairly satisfied with the general return of their crops. 
Mullingar D. — I believe there has been an average 
yield of all crops. 

Wexford County. Enniscorthy B. — The crops 
in this district have this year been most plentiful and 
good. All hay cut before and after July was saved 
without rain ; all cut in July was lost. This crop is 
better than it has been for years. The oat and potato 
crop have likewise surpassed those of previous years, 
and, I am informed, are better than any for fifteen 
years. These are the three staple crops, and farmers 
consider the season to have been perfection. Qorey B. 
— The crops this year are a good average, chiefly 
owing to favourable weather. New Ross B. — The 
produce of cereal crops varies considerably in the 
county of Wexford, more especially in tliat por- 
tion of it winch comprises the District of New Boss, 
which includes various soils differing matei-ially in 
composition; that about the neighboiu'hood of Bally- 
william being very poor and wet, whereas some fertile 
tracts exist along the valley of the river Barrow, ex- 
tending towards Arthurstown and Duncannou. This 
year the barley crop predominated, but tlie damp 
summer did not serve it ; and although there was an 
abimdance of straw, yet I believe the grain produce 
was indifferent, as in several places it was lodged, and 
a second gi'owth took place. Oats and wheat appeared 
to he all right on high lands, but the fai-mers, as a 
rule, do not speculate on the latter crop. Potatoes, 


especially chamjuons, appeared to be flourisliing ; but Pkovinok op 
the blight disease came on them very soon this year LiiiysiErv. 

in comparison to others, and the produce was not what 

might have been expected. Hay was a great success, 
and where it could be saved must prove a valuable crop 
to the flxrmers this year. Taghmon B. — The crops in 
general in tliis disti-ict are above an average this year, 
except potatoes— they are all better than, last year. 

Straw is very abundant. Tlie quality of the crops 
is not as good as usual, in consequence of the late har- 
vest and excessive wet. Wexford B. — The good or bad 
yield of the various crops in this district is attrih utable 
to many causes, hut principally to the good or bad 
state of agriculture prevailing on different farms, the 
weather, and the seed used. Farms well tilled and 
manured generally produce a good yield of all crops. 

On light sandy soil the heavy rains of June and July 
had a very salutary effect on all crops, wliich were 
brought to maturityby the fine weather in September. 

The seed used by many farmers, particularly potatoes 
and grain, is in jnany cases of an inferior quality, and 
consequently produces a bad yield. 

Wicklow County. Bray B. — This year has been 
a very good one for all crops, owing to the favour- 
ableness of the season. Plenty of necessaiy moisture 
in the early part of the year causing great growth, 
followed by fine dry ripening weather, which brought 
everything to matiuitj’- ; in fact the land was teeming 
with produce, and the harvest-time enabled hay and 
com to be saved and secured. Bunlavin B. —The 
crops in this district this year are of an average yield. 

TinahelyB. — The crops in this distinct were consi- 
dered to have been very fair, and above the average 
of former years. Tlie oat crop was very heavy and 
the grain large and sound. The potato crop does not 
appear to have suftered from the wet weather that 
prevailed <luring the months of July and August, as 
was feared would be the case. Turnips and mangolds 
are a good crop, aud the roots sound. Wicklow B . — 

TJie crops in this district have been very good this 
year, much better than for several years. The good 
yield is attributed to the light soft rain that fell so 
abundantly during the growing season, aud to the 
absence of any long drought. 


PROVINCE OF MUNSTER. 


Clare County. Ballyvaghan B. — Except in a 
few places where the hay crop was vei-y late, all 
produce in this district is above the average rate, as 
the season has been exceptionally fine especially 
during harvest. Ennis B. — The rain in the early sum- 
mer produced a blight among the potatoes, which was 
pi-evented by the veiy fine late summer and autumn 
fi-om materially affecting the crop. The propitious 
weather has resulted in an enormous amount of hay 
being securely saved. Tlie weather has entirely been 
the cause of a plentiful crop of potatoes and cereals 
(not extensively sown in this locality). From the 
same cause the root crop, even on bad land, is also 
imusually fine. Ennistimon B. — The principal crops 
in this district are hay and potatoes. The former is 
an unusually good one, o^viug to excellent growing 
weather in sprtng and early summer, Some of it was 
spoiled in saving, hut on the whole the result has been 
excellent. Potatoes ar-e a fair average crop. They 
were somewhat interfered with by wet weather in the 
end of summer, still they ai-e fairly good. Killadysert 
B. — In my opinion all crops tids year are average, 
and in some instances more than average. For 
iimtance the hay crop is over the avei'age. Potatoes 
are not ^is good a crop as last year. The com crops 
are by far a better crop than last season. The 
favourable season is the principal cause of good yield. 
Killaloe D.— So far as I cau see the general yield 
this year was quite up to and in some cases above 


average. The fine autumn contributed largely to the piiovixcE op 
satisfactory yield in cereals, hut the dry weather did .Mcnktkk. 
not come soon enough to benefit the potato crop, 
wiiich in poor mountainous pai'ts of the district was 
lighter and inferior in quality to that of last year. Tlie 
hay crop was unusually lieavy, but much of it was 
damaged in. the saving. Wheat and barley are 
scarcely grown now, as the farmers cannot make any 
profit on them owing, they say, to foreign competition. 

Kilrush D. — There is a fair average of the several 
crops this year. 1 am of opinion that the potato crop 
is not so good as last year owing to the wet season we 
had this year. The hay crop is good but not so well 
saved as in foimer years. Turnips and mangolds 
are very good owing to the moist season. SixmUe- 
bridge B. — It is admitted on all sides that the crops 
this year were far above the average ; the hay crop 
wa.s especially good. The wet season seems to have 
favoured the harvest much, as the soil in this ueigh- 
boui-hood is of a dry nature, principally composed of 
limestone. Tulla B. — I beg to state that the potato 
and turnip crop in this locality are considerably below 
the average, caused by the damp season. All other 
crops are good. 

Cork County, E.R. Ballincollig B. — The average 
yield of the various crops throughout this district this 
year has been very fair. A quantity of hay and com 
was damaged by the very wet weather, but for this 
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the yield -would have been very good Cork, North, 
D. — In my opinion, the good yield, but defective 
quality, of the crops in this district is due to the 
bad weather which prevailed in spring and early 
summer, so that the later crops, -which benefited by 
the subsequent good weather, did not suffer so much 
as the hay, ifcc. Cork, South, i>.— The produce of the 
various crops in the several parts of this district was 
a fiiir average yield j but the quality and value 
suffered materially from the wet summer, which 
injured hay very much, making it, in many instances, 
unfit for feeding purposes. Turnips and mangolds are 
a good crop, and promise an abundant yield ; but the 
potato crop, though fair in quantity, is very inferior 
in quality, being in many cases of a soapy nature and 
bad for food. All the grain crops suffered in quality 
from the wet weather, particularly barley ; but on the 
whole the fanners will have a fair return from the 
several crops in this district. Ftrmoy J ). — The pro- 
bable cause of the bad return of the various crops this 
year, particularly the corn and potato crojjs, is owing 
to the heavy downpour of rain which camein July last. 
Kanturh. D. — I think the harvest in this district to 
he a good one and beyond the average. I think this 
may be accounted for by the very favourable weather 
during the past three months. Kinsale D. — The crops 
in this distinct in the early part of the year promised 
to be very abundant. Howevei', the rain, which 
came in July and August, afleeted seriously all crops. 
The grain crops are very fair, although, owing to the 
want ('f heat, the quality is imj'aii-ed. 1?he potato 
crop is not as good as last year; this is in consequence 
of the stalks having decayed before the potatoes had 
ripened. There is no appearance of blight. The 
green crops have not turned out as well as was 
expected, the roots have not grown well during the 
late months. I would say that all the crops are an 
average, and the harvest has turned out very satisfac- 
tory. ilaltov: D. — So far as I can ascertain the crops 
have been above the average, owing more to the 
weather than to any effort on the part of the farmers 
to improve their condition by working up their 
farms. There is no doubt that far less labour 
is now employed by the farmers as compared to 
former times, though there are men wanting em- 
plo 3 Tnenb everywhere. Middleton D . — The general 
produce has been excellent, good and plentiful. Hay 
crop well saved. Potatoes and oats well saved. 
Barley beyond the average. Hoot crops very fine. 
Weather was favourable on the whole. Mitchelstown' 
D . — The cix)ps this yeai- in this district have generally 
yielded a good average. The principal grain crop is 
oats. In consequence of the wet season there was 
too much straw. The grain was plentiful, but some- 
what damaged in quality. Wheat also sufferedmucli 
from the summer and eai-ly harvest rains, and is a 
bad crop. Hay is a very heavy crop ; but the best 
kinds suffered from the i-ain. In the mountainous 
districts the hay cut in August and September was 
well saved. Potatoes are a' good crop in dry good 
lands ; but in wet or boggy land they are bad. Both 
in quantity and quality potatoes are nothing like 
what they were last year. Turnips are considered a 
bad crop, and this is attributed to the heavy rains and 
cold of the early summer. There is no barley sown 
in the district. Queenstoion D. — I believe the harvest 
this year is a good one, and the yield above the 
average. The wetness and absence of heat during the 
summer months gave rise to apprehensions that the 
harvest -would be a bad one ; but the continued fine 
weather in the autumn repaired the damage to the 
crops caused by tlie inclement weather in summer. 
The hay crop was abundant. I'be early meadows were 
generally well saved, and the later meadows were 
much damaged and costly to save. YoughalX). — As 
far as I am able to ascertain the crops are a good 
average. The return of grain generally is above the 
average, and well saved. Potatoes are a fair crop, 
hut not as dry as usual. Other roots are somewhat 


small, bub in very few cases a failure. Hay crop 
above the average, but not well saved owing to the 
wet season. 

Cork County, W. R. Jiandon D. — The grain 
of tbe oat crop is somewhat light, owing to want of 
heat when ripening. Hay is abundant but somewhat 
damaged by the weather. It w-as thought that the 
barley woiild be \iufit for malting for the same reiison, 
bub Messrs. Allman & Co., distillers, tell me that it 
is very much better than they expected. Bavtry 
X . — Potatoes are a fair crop, but owing to wet weather 
in the latter part of season, they did not become as 
mealy or as good for food as last year. All grain 
crops, fair yield, but owing to bad weather m the 
harvest they were injured badly, .and did not ripen 
before some of them had to be cut. Hay, a good 
crop, but owing to bad weather in sciason for saving, 
some of it was badly injured. All root crops such as 
turnips, mangolds, &c., are fair crop. CccstletoiimX . — 
In this district the potato crop has been more or less 
a failure, which I attribute to the wet weather that 
prevailed durin.gthe summer. The oat crop also was 
light. Hay was a ’^most luxuriant crop, and was in 
almost every instance well saved. Any failure is 
altogether to be attributed to the bad weather. Clona- 
kilty X. — There was a fairly good yield of all the 
crops in this district, both in quantity and quality, 
with the exception of wheat, barley, and potatoes. 
The three latter crops suffered so much from the con- 
tinuous rainfall, that when the fine weather came on 
towards the end of the season, they were unable fully 
to recover, so that they are below the average, both 
in quantity and quality. Xunmanway X. — The crops 
generally in this district are not good, -with some ex- 
ceptions. Pobittoes are not more than half a cro]), 
oats fair, and wheat bad. Hay, however, was a good 
crop, tlvcen crojis ai*e very fair. The seasons were . 
very unfiv’ourable, both for growing and ripening, 
being cold and humid. I am of opinion potatoes 
generally are nob planted early enough to enable them 
to grow and mature and withstand the disease which 
sooner or later is sure to attack them. Macroom D . — 
The crops have been generally fairly good in this dis- 
trict, and in some cases much better than last year. 
The potatoes are fairly abundant, >though not of such 
good quality as tliose produced last yeur. The cereal 
crops were considerably damaged by the constant 
rains, but the loss of the grain is amply compensated 
by the increase in the quantity of hay and straw, which 
were very scarce last 3 'eav. 'I'lie tiu-nips, mangolds, 
<tc., are a fairly good crop. Millstreet X. — All the 
crops ai-e faii-ly good. Cereals faii-ly remunerative, 
but tlie gram somewhat damaged by the moist season. 
Mangolds and turnips are somewhat over the average. 
Potatoes are a good crop, and hay and straw plentiful. 
Skibhereen X. — First and second crop hay, a good 
crop, both as regards quality and quantity, and well 
saved. Meadow hay good in yield, but quality, in 
about 40 per cent, of instances, has been considerably 
damaged by the wet weather which oceiirred while it 
was being saved. Potatoes, a fair crop as to quality, but 
below average yield, attributable to the heavy rain- 
fall during July and August. Oats, good crop as to 
yield, and fair as to quality. Straw very good and 
abundant. Mangolds and turnips a fair crop, butr 
roots not very largo, owing to absence of warmtli and 
sunsbme. Skull X. — I beg to report that the yield 
of the various crops in this district has come up to a 
fair average. In the early part of the season there 
was every appearance of a plentiful harvest, but owing 
to the almost constant rains in the months of July 
and August, the potato, hay, and grain crops were 
seriously damaged. Early potatoes were very wet and 
black, but the later ones have turned better, and the 
yield is a good one. The hay crop was the largest that 
had been known for years, but gi-eat difficulty was 
experienced in saving it, and much of it was lost or 
discoloured. The gram crop, too, was good, but to u 
great extent beaten down and rotted by the rains. 
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Green cixiijs ave a good average, and on the whole, the 
prosiject for farmers is fairly good this season. 

Kerry County. Cahersiveen D . — I consider that 
the past season was a favourable one for farming men 
generally. Castleiskmd ]). — The rates of produce of 
the several crops in this district this year are good, the 
fine weatlier in the latter j^art of August and the 
month of September has produced such good emps. 
Kenmare D . — The bad yield of the various crops in 
this district may be attributed to the severe rain and 
cold in the early part of the season. Killarney D . — 
Potato ci'op was not near as good this year as last. In 
heavy soil the tops were good but the yield was bad, and 
not good for use. In dry soil the crop was nearly as 
good as in previous year. This district is wet and damp, 
save in some few places. Pasture was good this year 
and farmers were able to make more of grazing than 
the previous year. Hay very plentiful. Other crops no 
change. Kitlorglin D . — All the crops in this district 
appear to have been good this season. Owing to the wet 
there are very large quantities of hay and straw. There 
are a few bad potatoes, but on the whole, the wet ap- 
pears to have done that crop very little mj\iry. Lis- 
iowel D . — The potato crop in this district is much 
inferior in quality and quantity to that of last year, 
which is attributable to the wet season. The oats 
crop is also inferior to that of last year, caused by the 
wet season and higli wind which caused it to lodge in 
rich lands. There is little or no wheat, barley, or rye 
sown in this district, but it was a fair average. The 
green crops were a fair average this year. Tralee D. 
The grain crop did not yield the return of what was ex- 
pected from ite earlier growth, owing to the heavy rains 
and severe weather which prevailed during month of 
August and early part of September, and in a good 
many electoi-al divisions the yield is much below 
former years, for the causes I have already stated, in- 
asmuch as it caused the heavy crops to lodge and did 
not properly ripen in consequence. The potato crop 
was also injured by the heavy rains, but not so much 
as corn. If the summer season was warmer a better 
crop would be produced, but, as it is, it is up to that 
of 188G and 1887. The other green crops were good 
and were not hai-med by the rain. 

Limerick County. AhbeyfealeD. — On the whole, 
this year’s crop is more abundant and better saved 
than most people two months ago thought it would 
have been. Potatoes, though not by any means so 
good for food or so abundant in yield as last season, 
ai'e fairly good. Tlie hay crop is very much above 
the average in quantity, while in quality it is deterio- 
rated, owing to two causes — that it was permitted 
to grow too long without being mown — the people 
were waiting for fine weather — and when mown 
the weather was not favourable for saving it, hence it 
is' very “wispy.” Oats is not much grown in this 
locality, and the small complement grown never filled 
or ripened sufficiently, hence I would say not up to 
average yield when compared with past seasons. The 
“green crops,” too, are below the average, owing to 
the almost continuous rains and want of sunshine 
during the summer. The turf, a very important item 
in all that goes towards the people’s sui)port, is very 
badly saved and a large portion of it still on the bogs. 
The only favourable circumstance I observe is that 
cattle are maintaining the increase in their prices, 
which took place last May. Adare D . — The unusually 
good yield of the various crops in this district is mainly 
attributable to the general favourableness of the 
weather from the commencement of the year. Bruff 
B . — There is very little tillage in this district. The 
land is nearly all grazing or meadow land. A con- 
siderable quiintity of tlie hay was injured, owing to 
the excessive rainfall. There is a very large supply 
of hav, but, as I have observed, much of it is in bad 
condition. There was an abundant supply of grass, 
and it has been a good season for cattle, on which and 
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their produce the people in this district chiefly de- Psovinch of 
pend. The small quantities of wheat and oats sown Mowsteb. 
promised well, but the heavy rain lodged the crop. 

There w.as, however, a great improvement effected by 
the favourable change which took place in the 
weather in September. Potatoes are a good crop so 
far as yield goes, but the quality is not good in many 
instances. Mangolds and turnips are good crops. As 
the bulk of the people in this district depend chiefly 
upon sales of cattle, milk, and butter they will not be 
so seriously affected by the damp season as ])eople in 
districts where the land is poorei-, where the farms 
are smaller, and where they chiefly depend on tillage. 

Kilfinane D. — Wheat, average in quantity and quality, 
but not extensively grown. Oats not extensively 
grown, very fair, and straw good. Potato crop much 
affected by rain. Turnip and mangolds good. Hay 
above the average crop in quantity and quality. 

Limerick D. — The crops are good in every respect. 

This is due to the unprecedentedly fine season. 

This is the sole cause for the good yield. New- 
castle I). — The crops of all kinds in this district 
are of a fair average yield. The hay crop espe- 
cially was abundant, but badly saved in a good many 
instances owing to the wet weather. The potato crop 
has turned out better than was expected, but not so 
good in quality as in former years, also owing to the 
wet season. The turnip crop is also veiy good, so 
that, on the whole, there is no great cause to com- 
plain. New Pallas D. — The increased produce of 
some crops, especially that of hay, has been caused by 
the very wet season, which has also caused a decrease 
in other crops growing on low-lying lands, com in 
a great many instances becoming lodged from the 
heavy rain, and potatoes not receiving sufficient heat 
during the summer. Rathkeale D. — The potato crop is 
an average crop in this district, save where farmers used 
seaweed in sowing them ; where this was done there is 
a great failure. This is attributable to the wet season. 

Wheat is an average crop. Oats is far short of the 
expectations of the farmers in many places, which 
they attribute to the very wet season. Hay has been 
a good crop and is over the average in this district, 
the wet season favoured this crop. Other green 
crops are good and will be over the average. The wet 
season also favoured these crops, as the land is dry in 
this district. 

Tippeeaet County, N.R. — Borrisnkane 1). — 

The good yield of the crops grown in this district is 
attributed to the fact that the weather this season was 
far more favourable than it was last year. Nenagh 
]}. — There was an exceptionally good yield in all 
kinds of crops tliis year. Owing to the rains of July 
and August and the clemency of the spring, hay Ls 
extremely abundant, but not all of firetclass quality 
an the rain pre'’ented proper saving. Com is rather 
late, but abuiulaiit. Potatoes very good. Turnips 
also good. Neviport D. — The hay crop good yield, 
owing to the dampness of the summer. Turnips and 
mangolds good yield, to the same cause attributed. 

Cabbage croj) good yield. Oats, fair average yield 
in high-ljnng districts, except in tho mountainous 
districts where the yield is not good oiving to too much 
raiu in the summer months. Potato crop good yield 
in the greater portion of the district, in dry land. In 
the mountainous districts the potato crop suffered 
from the wet weather and are not a good crop gene- 
rally in those districts. Tho above are the principal 
crops sown in district. Eoscrea D. — The rain did 
a good deal of damage to the hay harvest in this dis- 
trict i and with regard to potatoes and oats, although 
abundant, I do not think the quality is as good as it 
should be, owing to the wet early in the harvest, and 
the oats having been lodged, and in some cases a 
second growtli occurring. The turnip crop is a better 
yield than last year, tbe weather having suited it. 

'Templemore D. —On the whole, all kinds of crops are 
well up to the average of former years in this neigh- 
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bourhood. No remarkable failure or siiperabiindance 
of any kind to be noted, but the yield of turnips is, 
bowever, superior to tbe yield of last year owing to 
the great quantity of rain in this compared witli last. 
Potatoes I think not so good in many places as last 
year.

— The hay crop 
has been very plentiful this year, but a good deal of 
it has been badly saved in consequence of the constant 
wet in July and August. Oats are also above the 
average, the straw being particularly fine. The drop- 
ping season suited root crops, consequently turnips 
and mangolds are above the average. Potatoes are 
about an average crop, but complaints are made that 
many of them are diseased. Boyle D . — The crops 
generally this year will not come up to the average of 
last year’s produce. This I must attribute to the un- 
favourable summer which we had, the continual down- 
pour of rain and absence of natural summer heat was 
a very great stay against all crops. The average 
produce I believe of the crops all round ivill be one- 
fourth less this year compared with that in 1887. 
I should not include the hay crop in above, as this 
crop is more abundant this year than that of last year, 
I would say by oue-fourth. Castlereagh B . — Generally 
speaJdng the crops in tliis district were fail-. Had 
there been less rain and cold weather in the eai-lier 
part of the season, I have no doubt that the potato 
crop would have been larger and of better quality, as 
al so that of oats, which is somewhat below the average 
this year. RoscOmmon D . — The damp weather in 
June and July last caused tlie hay crop to be excep- 
tionally heavy and made straw long, but did not 
benefit tlie grain. Por tlie same cause the potato 
crop is not so good as last year either in quantity or 
quality. The weather was admirably suited for the 
growth of turnips and mangolds which are an excep- 
tionally good ci-opin this locality, whichis chiefly grazing. 


Strokeatown I ). — Hay is an abundant crop, being 
fully one-third more than an average, owing to the 
season being favourable. Oats, a fair average crop. 
Turnips, a good crop, the season being favourable. 
Potatoes, a bad crop, being fully one-third less than 
an average crop owing to the heavy rains during the 
autumn, and the disease appearing early before the 
crop had arrived at maturity. 

Sligo County. Ballymote D . — In this district 
hay and oats wMch were good crops suffered much by 
the wet season and were badly saved. A good deal 
of hay was lost by floods in low lands. The season 
also affected the potato ci-op. Oollooney D . — The 
yield of the various crops for the year 1888 is fair. 
The root crops, especially potatoes, ai'e not as good as 
they were last year. This falling off may be attri- 
buted to the exc^sive rainfall during the summer 
months accompanied by a low temperatm-e. The 
cereals are sojnewhat. better than last year, though 
the grain is not of such a good quality for want of the 
heat required for ripening. The green crops are good. 
Easky D . — I beg to repoi-t that the fair average yield 
of the different crops in this district is attributed 
to the weather which was wet in tlie early pait of the 
season, and fine towards the end of -it. Sligo D . — 
With tlie exception of the potato crop, the ci-ops this 
year were fair, owing to the good weather at the end 
of the summer. A good deal of damage was done to 
the potatoes owing to the very wet weather at the 
beginning and middle of summer. I should say 
nearly half the crop was destroyed by the wet. 
Tohfft'cuwy B . — The potato crop in this district is 
far below the yield of last year in quality and quantity. 
This was due, no doubt, to the rainfall in July and 
August. The blight is marked all over the district, 
champions as well as other seed having suffered. 
Perhaps the champion seed produced here is less able 
to resist disease than tliat imported. Hay has been 
a very good crop, but late hay suffered in saving. 
The harvest has been well saved. Oats, the principal 
ci'op here, is paying well, other crops are of average 
yield and quality. 
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
